Abilene, Texas, returned 13 in- 
dictments last week against a 
group of ministers, now bankrupt 
contractors, and former Texas 
state securities officials for using 
the mails and other means to 
defraud 22 churches scattered 
throughout 12 states. 


The government

defendants hatched up a package 
deal in 1965 to sell church bonds 
for rehabilitation or new con- 
struction by the contractors in 
the ring. 


Nearly $5,155,000 of indebted- 


ness was peddled but only $180,- 
000 or 3% of the proceeds went 
into brick and mortar.

He entered the U.S. Army in 


1943 and gradually ended up in 
the Army Signal Corps where 
he recorded soldiers' voices for 
the folks back home. It was 
during this assignment that he 
learned to handle people and 
how to work with concealed 
recorders 
and hidden micro- 


phones. 


In 1947, his "Candid Micro- 


phone" hit the airwaves for a 
two-season run, followed 
by 


"Candid Mike" on television 
and, in 1949, "Candid Camera." 
His 
critics 
— especially of 


earlier shows — have said the 
show was sadistic, anti-human" 
and "a frontoal attack on the 
dignity of man." Funt main- 
tains the premise of the show is 
man's ability to laugh at him- 
self.

Unclaimed Pot of Gold 


Assets worth billions of dol- 


lars, unclaimed by their rightful 
owners, are being gobbled up 
instead by assorted government 
agencies. The process, known 
as " e s c h e a t , " is' gathering 
speed 
as 
officials 
becpme 


more keenly 
aware 
of this 


treasure t r o v e within their 
reach. How does it work? The 
keystone is the ancient legal 
doctrine that property, if left 
unclaimed too long, passes over 
to the government. As one court 
explained: 


"When property has ceased to 


have an owner, it -should be 
held 
for 
the 
benefit 
of 
the 


community." 
BILLION DOLLAR TOTAL 


This wealth accumulates in 


many forms: forgotten bank 
accounts, dividends on mislaid 
stocks, utility deposits that are 
never 
picked 
up, 
insurance 


proceeds that are never collect- 
ed, legacies for missing heirs. 


In recent years the amount of 


such 
unclaimed 
wealth 
has 


risen into billion-dollar figures. 
An estimated one billion more 
is piling up every year. 


As a result, all states have 


enacted escheat laws which, in 
varying degree, hasten a take- 
over by the government. Some- 
times property is seized out- 
right. Sometimes it is merely 
taken into protective custody, 
subject to being reclaimed by 
the owner if he turns up. 


In any event, once the state 


has 
taken possession 
of 
an 


asset, getting it back is not 
easy. A claimant must bring 
himself strictly within the sta- 
tutory requirements. Take this 
case: 
FILED IN VAIN 


After a man died, his family 


discovered that for many years 
he had failed to collect divi- 
dends on a .certain stock. By the 
time 
of this discovery, 
the 


accumulated dividends had al- 
ready been taken over by the 
state. 


The family duly filed a claim 


for the money, but in vain. 
Under 
the 
local 
statute, 
a 


refund could be made only to 
the original owner of the stock 
—not to his heirs. 


The best way to protect your 


assets from escheat is to be an 
"active" owner. That means 
keeping close tab on invest- 
ments, cashing checks prompt- 
ly, giving notice of changes of 
address, leaving insurance poli- 
ceis where they will be found in 
case of death, having an up-to- 
date will. 


Of c o u r s e you personally 


might be willing, as a public- 
spirited citizen, lo have your 
money go to the government. 
But if so, you might as well 
bring that about by an act of 
generosity, not just by neglect.

ten won, and, in

Schwartz cashed the ace of 
diamonds before leading a heart 
to the ace. This farsighted 
move 
paid 
off 
handsomely. 


When West showed out, de- 
clarer next led 
the ten of 


diamonds to West's king in 
order to rectify the count. 


West could do no better than 


return a spade, squeezing East 
in hearts and clubs, so South 
made three notrump as a result 
of his fine play.

Dispute 
Over Path 
Resolved 


Lakeshore School 
Students Can 
Use Short Cut 


A minor dispute involving a 


foot path used by about 150 
children who attend Roosevelt 
school in the Lakeshore school 
district was resolved this morn- 
ing. 


The dispute arose from two 


separate 
incidents. A t last 


week's meeting of the Lakeshore 
school board, Wesley Harper 
presented a petition of desire to 
the board asking the board to 
make the path a permanent 
one. The so-called "miserable 
poor path" runs 
from 
the 


Roosevelt school north to Orch- 
ard drive. It is on l a n d 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Robert 


. Davidson of Roosevelt road and 


the mission of the St. Joseph 
Catholic church. 


The property closest to Orch- 


ard drive belongs to the David- 
sons. Davidson Is planning to 
develop his property and has 
been using such machinery as 
chain saws on his land. Sunday, 
Davidson installed a wire fence 
around his property which ap- 
peared to close off the path to 
the children. 


Mrs. Davison Sunday contact- 


ed one set of parents whose 
children u s e d the path to 
inform them her husband would 
be at the fence Monday to open 
it for the children to use. 


However, a group of mothers 


appeared at the fence this 
morning to protest the closing 
of the foot path. Also present 
were the Davidsons, Charles 
Reed, principal of 
Roosevelt 


school, and William Galbreath, 
assistant superintendent. 


The dispute was 
resolved 


when Davidson informed the 
mothers, he was planning to 
install a gate in the fence, 
which would allow the children 
to continue using the path. 


The children using the path 


save about one-half mile in 
walking distance, according to 
Reed. 


Davidson said he would con- 


tinue to let the children use the 
path on his property as long as 
he owns the land if the children 
will not misuse his land and if 
they stay on the footpath and not 
wander off onto other parts of 
his property. Davison also said 
that no motorcycles or motor 
bikes would be allowed to use

Reports were given by com-

Carter of Coloma. They sub- 
stituted for Thomas Reed, a 
Notre Dame law student, who 
was scheduled to give a report, 
but was unable to attend. 
: Porter said the first step is to 
secure a'museum status for the 
facility, now owned by Berrien 
county. He said some items 
from the old courthouse, recent- 
ly torn down in St. Joseph, have 
been installed, but felt a mu- 
seum should include the types 
of tools used to build Berrien 
county buildings over the years. 


Also discussed were plans to

Election Residency 
Law Is Explained 


LANSING (AP) — Secretary of State James Hare today re- 


minded voters who will be moving in or out of Michigan and 
who otherwise fail to meet residency requirements, they still 
may vote for president • and vice president in the November 
election. 
The law allows the vote only for the two top national offices 


and not for the remainder of the ticket or issues on the ballot. 


Qualified Michigan voters who move to other states but cannot 


qualify for residency because of lack of time still may apply 
for an absentee ballot in Michigan. 


The law also allows new Michigan residents with less than 


six months in the state !o cast their votes for the two top 
offices if they are qualified to vote in another state. 


The deadline for absentee ballots this year is Nov. 2 at 2 p. m.
